— The grunt raft 
is an endless, measureless graveyaril 
made in a night. Its tombstones arc 
.ihalloieil timbers, sticking out of the 

w reckage; torn, niggcil fragnienlH c f 

u'alla iiiarkiiig wliere streetK liuit been. 
Tliottgli liutnh'oil.s liiivu already lieen un- 
covered, the duad to-tlay are coming to 
light in surprising numbers, if any one 
liore can be surprised, and there are 
some fiicct amiing them that liml never 
been tni.s.sed. lVo|ili) juHt arriving in 
Joliiibtowti aay that tlie .stciicli is .-iieki'ii- 
iii^' and fearfully tainting tlie air of the 

v.illcy overywliere, wliilo fho.-io who liave 
worked hero througliotit the trying 
scenes have aotiood it only at times ami 
hi certain places, sliowiiig tliat (licit 
senses were numhcd. All tlie water.s 
arc giving uj) thoir dead, and skill'M luid 
gniliplers aro in waiting for them. .\ l ed- 
slilrled liinibcrniiui standing midway in 
llie raft, wlio i.s called marker anil color 

uarer, riiisod bin a.xc onco to strike tlii.i 
fotcuoon, but the blow never fell. If it 
liad, it would liave out in twain the tii st 
of the bodies taken from the ruin on the 
morning of the tenth day. Itwastiie 
remains of u woman, Emma Botli by 
iiumo, identified by Iter broken-hearted 
liiisb.inil an hoiu' later. T)r, (i, (', 
IJrinekley, one of Jolinstown'H hriglile.st 
and most jiromising doctors, was found 
at last in tlie raft near whore thai of 
tile woman lay. Although but 30 yeiuu 
of age, his appearance when the remains 
were l esciied was tliut of a man 7-0 years 
old. Otliurs uulinowii w«ro taken from 
t,hc raft al all hours of llic day. Among 
them an old man witli liis littlu liiiy 
claHpBil in liis arms. Five ladies wore 
found under ono single heap of wreck- 
age ill town today — one of tliuni 
liciiiy Kale Moar}', a milliner 
and niodisto. Oiiii uf the saddest iileii- 
tilicatioiis was that of Miss Hlaiielie 
Ilarnislie, of Dayton, Oliio. ,She was a 
pa.s.setiger on the day express, ami lier 
fiillier had searcln'd tor the past tliree 
days. .Sonio workmen found her body 
lying under the trestle near tlie i'aiiania 
railway station, (ioorge t^, ilnmon was 
a well known insurance agent. Nobody 
liad given bitn a tlioiiglit until this 
aftei iioon liis body was carried to tliu 
I'resliy teriaii eliiucli tiiorgiiu. The Jay 
is past when the discovered dead can bo 
kept any time for ideiitilication. The 
frightful scenes at the morgues bear 
ipiick tostimouy of th's. The keepers 
say tlnit as soon as the air strikes tho 
corii.sos now it becomes almost impoa- 
sildc to handle thorn, and the sooner 
they are buried the bettor. There are 
I ivur fifty new faces on the slabs at the 
morgues to-night, and a record shows 
tliatup to noon yesterday, which was 
just a week from the time the morgues 
were established, 1,492 people were 
liuried from thoni who wore'^ifeicaivered 
right in this vioiiuty. This hiw noth- 
ing to do with the valley,' or the dead of 
Xineveli, at Now Florence, or else- 
where. A great many were also buried 
who were not taken tio those morgues. 

INCIDENTS or THE FLOOD. 

Last evening a badly 'wrecked resi- 
dence, blocking one of the principal 
streets in Kearvillo, was set on fire and 

the obstruction quickly removed. The 
experiment while satisfactory in some 
respects caniu near proving very disas- 
tidus to the surrounding property ami 
will not be repeated. While the work- 
men were removing tho debris from the 
.Meri-iiant'.s Ifotcl, tlie body of a horse, 
statiiliiig witli .-Jaddle and briiUo on, was 
iinuai lhed. Alongside of tlie aiiiinal was 
I lie body of Mlaiiie (.'immermaii, a young 
attorney, who had i!vidently been over- 
taken by the liood at the point wliere 
his body was discovered.

SR,iTn.K, June lU. —Seattle prosents 
an animated appearance to-day. The 
rebuilding of the city has been com- 
menced ill real eariient. The streets are 
ci'owiled with teHiiis loaiied witli liinilicr 
and building material; tents are being 
Jitit up in every direction. Rough llonr- 
ing is laid on the ground and framework 
put up which will bo coverei^ witli can- 
vas. These tents cover Iota along Sec- 
ond and Tliird streets, and many amus- 
ing sights ure to be seen. Harbor shops 
are running in buildings without roofs. 
.Merchants have opened olliccs with dry 
goiidH boxes for desks. Kxcavationa are 
being made in every direction for new 
buihlings. In the 'ruins at least 1,()(KI 
men are engaged in clearing awa)- the 
deliris^incl preparing for the erection of 
new brick buildings. Over sixty prop- 
erty owners have aiiiioiiiiced their in- 
tention to robiiild their hiirtit buildings 
at once. The iiiHuraiici^ adjusters are 
rapidly settling the amounts of the 
losses, and will commence paying 
policies to-moiTiiw. They place the 
total loKH at lifleeti million, and 
a trille over oiiu-iiuarter insurance. The 
loss in every instance is so near the to- 
tal that there will be no trouble in ad- 
justing tlie losses. Tlio new jdotting of 
the city will give ninety feet btiHiiiess 
streets ami thirty foot all rise. This 
will improve the appearance of the city. 
No frame buildings of any kinii are al- 
lowed to go up in tho burnt district, but 
tents will be put up. Work has already 
been comiiiencod on several brick build- 
ings. Tho walls now standing are be- 
ing blown up ami torn down as fast as 
nossiblu ami it is expected the work will 
be completed in about two <days. The 
relief committee is still supplying meals 
to hundreds every day. 

NVURK FOR IDLE MEN. 

Tho .Maym- bos issued a proclamation 
stating that all laboring men out of em- 
ployment will Iw given work by appli- 
cation to the citizens' connnittco. All 
persons remaining idle after a certain 
time will.be considered as vags, and will 
bo treated as such. There is no need 
for any one to remain idle now. l.aljcr- 
ers are in demand. The Oregon Im- 
provement Company has a gang of oIK) 
men at work rebuilding the coal bniik- 
ers and dock, and expect to liavo them 
rebuilt ill ton days. Supplies and oliera 
of aid continue to bo received from all 
over tho country. Coiilideiice and en- 
ergy prevails among tlie |iuople and the 
faith in tin; future of Seattle remains iin- 
sliakiui. Kvorything is quiet now, 
further than tlie energy iiiid Inistlc 
of getting the new business tents put 
iqi. A military patrol is still giuiiding 
the burnt district mid the citizen police 
is still working. Very little thieving 
has boon done, and no violence of any 
p.irticular importance lias been l epm ted. 
The orderly state <if thu city since the 
tiro is utidoubtedly thu result ul the 
prompt action of the citizens and the 
niilitiu. 

DEEDS OK BaAVERV. 

The history of the groat tire would not 
bu conijilGte without a recital of a few 
ot the many instances of bravery and 
heroic endeavor displayed by the people 
ill defense of their homes. One of these 
is especially worthy of mention. When 
.•'!1 hopes of .saving tho business portion 
111' the city was given up, the inhab- 
it, iiits turned their attention to avert 
the iirogrosa of tho tiro from tlie resi- 
dence portion of the city. Tlie key to 
the situtition was the safety of the 
ollices of the Moore l.Hiid Com- 
pany, llebind this spot and for 
a mile straight up the hill that rises 
from the water's edge, wore grouped 
Imndreds of costly residences. Here 
then was conimonced the fight. Around 
tho ollice gathered a cordon of brave- 
hearted men, led by the real estate men 
themselves, and a struggle took place 
that ill bravery and ultimate success 
will long be the subject of delightful 
narration. Every few minutes the 
building would catch fire, but each 
time was successfully qnenched. -For 
two hours an almost superhuman strug- 
gle waa waged. Men fainted from heat 
and exhaustion, and were carried to 
the rear and thoir places Cllod 
by fresh recruits. Tlioiisands of people 
rushed panic-strickeu from their liome.s 
and fright ran mad, but at last the great 
struggle was won and tlie homes of 
thirty thimsand of |ieo]ih> were saved. 
Otherwise the destitutinn and want 
would liavo exceeded the great .luhiis- 
towii disaster, and tho C^ltieeii City of 
the Northwest would have been literally 
w iped ofl" tho face of the earl li, and when 
the new .Seattle will arino and tho mem- 
ory of tlie present misery be a dream, 
tho stranger will be told how tho real 
estate oilice saved tho city.

The neighboring oitieahave aentaomo 
suppliea, and ' a large quantity of flour 
has been" forwarded from the Willa- 
mette Valley, but the latter ia practically 
uselesa as there are no meana on hand of 
converting it into bread. What is most 
m antcd now, and until such time us the 
stiicken city ia again able to stand 
nloiio, is canned meats, canned salmon, 
brend, crnekers, cheoFO, fresh and salt 
meats cooked, etc. The O. H. & N, Co, 
have very kindly consented to forward 
all Hupplios for use of tho nutrerers free 
1)1 charge.

THE LAST ACT 

Euaeteil In the JFearftilTniBedy orflagsra 

street. 

From the time that Chan .-Mi Heiiiig, 
tho iiitirdercr of the Chinese girl Yoti 
Cum, was lii'st arrested, those who know 
the Chinese oharacler besi were oonli- 
deiit that if he could in any way do ,so, 
he would cheat tho gallows liy suiciding. 
It is the nature of the Chinese not to 
fear death, because they dread not the 
life beyond, nor ucknowledgi! even tho 
e.xisteiico of any life on lite other aiile of 
tho grave. They do. however, ilecideil- 
ly object to the execution of any sen- 
tence iinpoHcd for violation of llio IJritish 
laws. 'I'liey will watch every opportu- 
nity, and if ilie slightest chance is af- 
forded of evading the laws or the punish- 
ment laid upon tliem for law breaking, 
they will sec ami avail theiiisidvos of it. 
('oiiscqiieiitly no surprise was expressed 
when it was announced last evening 
that Chan Ah Houng had taken hisown 
life ; the only quoatiou asked was, "how 
could he do it?'' 

A Colonist reporter, hcarhig that 
the condemned man was dead, visited 
the Provincial jail at seven o'clock last 
ovuniiig. Tho body lay on the floor of 
the cell — No. 4.'), in the south>west cor- 
ner of the third tier — ^just as it had been 
cut down. Tho position of the few ar- 
ticles wliioh the cell contained ahowcd 
how tlie prisoner had taken leave of life. 

Ill the corner, a pile of blankets taken 
from the bod and folded into as thick a 
package a.s po.ssiblo, l,iy on the lloor, 
while , list above, the improvised rojie 
with which the deed was oonimitted 
dangled from a little wooden bracket, 
thtoiigh a small hole in which it had 
been passed. From the position of the 
fatal cord, and the blankets, it was evi- 
dent tliat C'hau Ah Heutig had stood up- 
on tlie lattei', deliberately fasleiied the 
cord around his neck and then kicked 
the blankets from under his feet and 
ipiickly strangled to death. 

T"ho story told by tin- jail ollii'ials 
shows this to bo the correct solution of 
how the murderer died. The coiideinn- 
eil ctdl in another wing is not i|uite 
ready foi' occitptitioii, as the wire netting 
which iii to be jilaced over the railing ot 
tlie gallery upon wliich the coll door 
opens is not yet in iiosition. Having 
no better place lo put the pri.soner, he 
was locked iij) by the warden in cell -1.'), 
the coll formerly occu])ied by Sproule 
and tho other t/'hiiiese nmrderer, 
and the one most directly under the 
eyes of the jail ollicials. From the time 
that he was lirst coiitiiied tlie jirisoiier 
had boon very despondent. He had lit- 
tle to aay, except to protest that he was 
innocent of the crime brought home to 
hini. 

On Sunday he took a bath, was 
shaved, and dressed him-iolf in clean 
clothes witli more than usuiil care. Ho 
was very ipiiid all day yesterday, and 
ate very little. He received liis supper 
through the little wicket in tho cell 
door, at .'j:l,"i o'clock. At 5:25 one of 
the jtiil eiiiidoyos visited the cell to re- 
move the dirty dishes, but could hear 
no sound within. He immediately re- 
ported this to the head-turnkey, Mr. 
Muldoon, who opened the door at onco, 
to findtlte convict hanging by the neck 
ill the comer of his cell. 

With one slash of the knife he carried 
ill ilia hand Mr. Muldoon cut down the 
body and found it was still warm. The 
heart was yet beating, and the eyes 
moved convulsively. Tojiring open the 
Chinaman's shirt, the turnkey did ev- 
erything possible to resuscitate the sui- 
cide, but his ell'orts were useless. Or, 
.MacNaitglitoii .lonos, who had boon 
hastily summoned, arrived in fifteen 
ir,iiiutes after llie body was cut down. 
His skill, howevei', was useless to re- 
store life. 

'I'ho expression of the face of the dead 
was peaceful in the extreme. He ap- 
parently was satislied. He had accpm- 
plislieil his design. The onlj' di.scolora- 
tioiior mark lo be sueii on tho body, 
was lUdiind the neck where a big bluish 
line showed where the fatal cord had, 
tightening, proiluced death. The cord 
had been made hastily by tlie prisoner, 
who liaii lorn liis uiulersliirt into strips, 
kiiolteil togetlier aflei wards, lo 
furnish tlii^ iiocossiiry rope. 

Coroner .Iack,soii was iiolilied last 
ovoniug, and the necessary ('/) inquest 
into "cause of death" 'will be held to- 
day. No blame can be attached to the 
jail oflicials, although some iniprovo- 
ment should be made in the construct- 
ion of the cells. It is possible, us tlio 
doors aro at present, for a prisoner, 
evon ill the condemned cell, to suicide 
by passing some article of clothing, 
twisted into convenient form, over the 
top of tliedoornnd tliroiigh the wicket, 
and hanging himself with it to the cell 
door. When a man, yellow, black, red, 
or white, resolves to die by his own 
hand, it ia'tho next thing to ;in impo.ssi- 
bility to prevent him. He can alwayi'. 
find some way unless constantly watch- 
ed.

DEPLOIiABLE BLINDNESS. 

'I'he eatastiiiplie al .loliiislown wa^ 
euuscd by the Inirstin^' of a leservoii- 
that a little enquiry woiilil have shown 
to lie unsafe. The people who lived in 
fancied secuiity iniyht, it they had in- 
lelligeiice ( noupli. have l<nown thai the 
eity was lialile to he eairied away hy a 
Hood at any time. Hut ihey wTre neith- 
er intelligent nor prudent. They huilt 
their houses below the dam in the very 
track of the torrent that would lie cre- 
ated when, by any aeeiilent, it might 
yield to the immense piesiure tlial it 
was not sli'ong enough to wilhstand. 

This ■iaiii was ne.'ii ly 1,IH)U feet long 
and lilt '.;t high. T'lie intelligent read 
er will i I thnt it required un embank- 
ment of immense strength to resist the 
pressure of this great liody of water. 
And when it was known that the lives 
of thunsaiuls ami inillions ol .'olhu:- 
worth of pinpcity depended on its 
."druiiglh, it seems lo lie ineomprehen 
nible that the inhabitants of the 
city did not take measure to lUioer- 
tain that its power of resistance 
- was, beyond the shadow of a 
il'iuht, greater than any piessuie that 
Could iiosrtihly he bitnight to heal upon 
il. Hut they <lid iioltiiiig of the kind. 
Although leakage has occurred during 
the past year, and the foiindatious were 
known lo be ■disturbed, by men compe- 
tent to form un opinion on it, IIioho 
whose lives depended upon its power of 
leaiBtanee nrinained supine. .Soine 
among ihein who felt alarm did not 
«aiil lo make a fuss, lint tile gieat 
majority, niosi probably, never gave 
the matter a thought. The men who 
hnd a pecuniary interest in I lie reser- 
voir, w ith a leliielanee to iiienr i:\ptuicl- 
itiire that is bolh stupid and eiiniiniLl.

Hill all \MU-iiin!:s mi-i. disreganled. 
The eon.se((iienee of this criminal iiegleel 
inul wicked nn willingness to spend 
money in needful repairs, wns a catas- 
trophe such in seldom ooours in any 
country under any circumstances. 

This blindness of tlie iimjority ot 
people to danger from causes which an 
constantly before their eyes is what the 
more iniclligent and the more lellecting 
members of the eommunity shouhl do 
their best to eoiinleiiict. I'amiliarily 
>Villi the cause of poBiiiblo dmiflcr breeds 



contempt. The unfortunate citizens of 
li.hnstown saw that the Cunemau .jli dam 
was from y e;ir's end to year's end perfect- 
ly safe, ivnd they thought, when they 
thought at all, that it would leiiiiun ue 
cure forever. In the'sn.me way the peo- 
ple of a dirty, umlrained city do not see 
that any extraordinary harm comas of 
having their Iiou.ses liiiilt on a liltli- 
soakcd soil, or from allowing garbage to 
lie in their backyards and other empty 
places in the vicinity of their dwellings, 
ami they come to" the conclusion that all 
the talk about sanitary reform is non- 
sense. They see that, children who 
ought to be healthy sicken ami did and 
that typhoid fever weakens and cuts 
down men and women, but they say, 
"sicknossof one kind or another is every- 
where," and they attribute the inola- 
dies from which they sutler to every cause 
but the right one I'.ut a time comes 
when an eiiidemie breaks out or a dis- 
ease like 1 he cholera is iiniiorted, and 
death stalks through the city smiting 
young and old. It is then found that 
the precautions that wore before des- 
pised must be resorti'd to. To stay the 
plague the city must be made clean and 
Llisinfectants liberally ii.seti. It then 
becoincs clear that if .sanitary laws had 
always been obeyeil llie disea.se, having 
nothing t<$ feed on, would have done lit 
tie or no harm. But when we come to 
think of it, this blindness to the evil 
elVi'cts of dirt is not surprising. When 
lieo[ile live in imsiispi,-cl iiig security un- 
der the insecure walls that imprison a 
immense body of wat or which, if sud 
denly released, would carry death and 
destruction in its track, how are ihey 
to be made to have a wholesome dread 
of uncleaned backyards aad umlrained 
houses?

'ii.ide llie giouiici ot a .separate aclion. 
If, hii iiisiance, editor Hrown said in the 
. line p ii agr.ipli I hat .loiies heat his wife, 
■healid his motlier-in-law, and We-nt 
none' at one o'clock ill the morning as 
• Iruiik .IS an <iwl. .lones, instead ot 
hiiiiging cpiie I'haige again-.l Ihowii i-ii 
i.ered three se|iaraU! actions -one for 
saying that he ImiJ beaten his wife, one 
'or iLsserting tlmt he had cheated hiu 
nothor-in-law, and h third for charging 
lini with being iiilempcrato. In the 
'alibiinia e.-ise the delr'ndanl. was coii- 
lecied in the comi belo\v in all these 
ictions. This iiiulliplied the costs uon- 
lerfully and Jnntis had his n vengi'. 
r.iit ho did not enjoy his triumph long. 
I'.rown appealed and the .Supreme Uonrl 
leeiiled that no iniitter how many libel- 
ous slalenu nl s i hio e niav be in one 
11 1 icle they eii n be made I he ground ol 
only oni' prosecuiion, - ihat iheic n;i- 
liul one criminal ollenci'. am! ihai il 
could not be ajilit uji ami prosecuted in 
parts without violating the settled rule 
if law that a man cuniiot hd twice vexed 
lor one and Ihe .same oll'..'nc(>." 

While ue i-aiiiint sniliciently adiniie 
the ingenuity of liio prosecuting lawyer 
in this case, wc are compelled lo con- 
oludo that the judges were right in de- 
ciding against him. SlippOBOau ana la 
gouB case! A assaults B. He gives H a 
black eye and knocks out two of his 
iront teelh before he desist-' Ii woiilrl 
never think of tnlei ing I wo a.dions 
against A, one fur blackening his eye 
and the other Im- knocking out his 
iteth.

The Mines of Houduriu Miid Bungary— Tliv 
Famous RIngr or the Roman Senator 
NonltiH— Popular Sup«triitltioni« At- 
tached to tlio Charuihiff St<iiiQ. 

The records regnrtliiig old opul luinos nra 
lost, but it i» supposed thiit tlie anciouts de- 
rived their supjjly from Arabia and Syria, 
says a writer lu tlio Ban Francisco Cliroiii- 
flo. The famous Hungarian mines wore 
not discovered until late in the llfteenlh 
century, and were, of course, unknown to 
llie llouiana. Tlio principal mines from 
whence opals ore obtained to-day are situ- 
ated ill Hungary and Honduras. The 
American opal laclcs the hardness of the 
Hungarian gem, but it is fully as brilliantr 
and withstands atmospherio. inroads upon 
the colors quite as well. Tbo ^inakniflcciii 
ctiai iictorisiio of the gom, which gives ii 
value and renown, is the brilliant combiiia- 
ticin of colored reflections which it displays, 
and when the stono is held in the sunlight, 
the Latin philosopher was correct in stat- 
ing that it was made up of the glories of t he 
most precious stones. 

The gem is found not only in porcelain 
earth but also in fissures Biid seams of old 
Igneous rocks. Qiiartz, when flawed In the 
interior, sometimes exhibits a remarkable 
iridcsconcoi and resembles the opal espeoial- 
ly whon viowedata'distanco. Such speci 
mens arc culled iris. The elegant iris orna 
lucnts worn' by the Empress Josephine wen 
of reiharknhle brilliancy and the wondo: 
arid onvy of the Imporinl court. She ulsi 
IKissesscd the finest opal of modern times 
which was only displayed when arrayed ii 
all thQgrandour of full Imperial splendor 
it %vas indeed a fitting ornament fur si 
beautiful' a woman. Its flashing rays ol 
light were so powerful and vivid as to give 
the appearance of living flames ot fire, uiut 
from that it received its title "Linceu'dlr de 
Trole"— the burn ingot Troy. The late of 
the gem is unknown, but with the history 
of the fair owner the most casual reader is 
familiar, 

Empress Bugonle had a superstitious 
dread, amounting to positive aversion, for 
the beautiful opal, and tha stone wasu 
stitiDgcrattho brilliiuit court. It is pon- 
siblo . that Kugciilo may have been In- 
fluett£cd In 'her hatred of the gem from 
JuKcpbine's fondness for-tho sumo, and at- 
tributed to the mysterious workings of IW 
Jlery mineral some subtle, malign in- 
ttucncothat conspired to bring about hci 
downfall, fiutthe fact remains inscrihcu 
upon the pages of history that, although tin 
npal-was rigorously banistiod from \'.:v 
sallies and the Tuillerles, Eugonio fled fiMin 
Paris under cover of darkness, cowonnt; 
with terror in the dusty depths of a slinhl.i 
vehicle, as tlio roar of a ragiii^r p.iimUu i; 
reached her cars. 

Tlio famous opal of hUlnrv was that 
whi' h was worn in a ring by the Ilonian 
Benuior Konius in the days of the Triumvi- 
rate, lis si7.Q scarcely exceeded that of a 
hazel nut, yet its beauty and brilliancy 
rendered it a marvel among the dilettanti 
of Home, and it was valued at iiearlv 
000,000. Maru Antony, bearing in riindthe 
sacriilce of Cleopatra's iiicoinparablo pearl, 
and si ill enslaved by the Egyptian Queen's 
Irrut-istibte charms, made overtures for the 
opnl, intending to proscal it to tlio dusky 
lieiiuty; but Nonius refused to part wl;li liiii 
cli^rishotl gem, and souKlit saleiy m llight. 
Ttioexti-cmo beauty and cliariu niuy he 
ostiinatcd when it is known that to u 
.. Dnuishment was worse than deatti. 
Iti-.tory makes no furt\ier tiioiUion of this 
v.oiidt'rful opal. It has disiipiioared from 
the v.-oiiii'a collection of goiiis, and its 
Rlorio:) ti.r.i" iirolinbly yielded to the dc- 
striii'tivi' .•!Tc<-i-i of tini!'.

A Batlifhotory Conditlou of Ai!iilr» Shown 
by tbe School Trusteea, 

A public meeting was held in tho 
police court room yesterday iiiorninu to 
ruocivc the annual report of tho public 
school trustees to the electors. The at- 
teiidaiK'o of the latter was, as it should 
not have been, small. 

Mr. Charles llayuard occupied the 
chair, and all uiuniberH of tho board were 
ill their places. The report was read by 
Mr. I lay ward as follows ; , , ■ ■ ■ 
To the Klectora of Victoria City School 

District: 

Ladies and Qbnti.emkn?— In acoord- 
auoe with the provisions of the Public 
.School Act, your truHtess have tho honor 
to proseiil their annual report, ami have 
great pleasure in stating tliat the public 
schools of this oity are yearly becoming 
more ellicieiit and appreciated. 

It is gratifying to be able to report 
that the utmost harmony has existed 
amongst all concerned during tho year, 
and your trustees have reason to believe 
that steady progress has been made in 
all clas.ses. 

The average daily alteudance of pii- 
))ils at our schools has b.eii 1 .(IJti.SK, 
sliiiwingaiiiiicreaseofl01l.il over any 
previous year, being a daily a\ erage of 
•IS. S!» for ouch of ihi^ L'l teachers eiii- 
ph.ye.l. 

During the miilsumnier holidays ot 
bSH.S the whole of the school buildings 
were thoroughly roiiovatetl, and a largo 
and coiiimodioua brick addition was 
niiide to the building occuiiied by the 
senior classes of the girls' departiiieiit of 
the Central schools. This building is 
now entirely occupied by the girlw' 
school, the original central building be- 
ing devoted to the boys. 

The largi^ incrca.se in I he attendance at 
the High" School has la^cessitaled the 
appdintiiieiit of an aihlitional teacher 
for that important institution, provision 
for which was mudo by the logislaturo 
at its last session. 

The increasing importance of the ward 
schools is shown by the necessity of an 
additional room, which is now being 
adiled to e.icli of these scbnols in order 
to accommodate the large attendance 
of pupils. I'rovision has been mude for 
the a])pointiiient of a monitor in each of 
the four ward .schools. 

The board has also lo report that 
residence for the janitor of the central 
schools will shortly be under construc- 
tion. By residing on the ground, the 
janitor will hare a constant sniiervisimi 
over the school buildings and iiroperly 
I'rovision has also been made for the 
painting of the whole of the central 
school buildings during the midsummer 
vacation, which will greatly add to tlieir 
appearance. 

It is gratifying to the board to be 
able to report that it has not been iioce-i- 
sary to make a single cli,uig>> in the 
teaching stiilV during the iiresent school 
year.
